1 . Claims 32-44 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Reasons for allowance of claims 32-44 is based on Decision of Appeal 
made on February 17, 2009 by the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences 
(pages 6-8). Particularly, the prior art of record fails to disclose or fairly suggests 
a system and method as variously claimed in claims 32 and 40, including a 
multiplex switch for multiplexing formatted content and formatted non-content 
data, wherein the multiplexing of formatted non-content data is on a future 
bandwidth availability basis that is predicted based on the statistical multiplexing 
of the formatted content streams and receiving reverse data channel information. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no 
later than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should 
preferably accompany the issue fee.
